Was it a case of mistaken identity? 
Was it a case of someone being in the 
wrong place at the wrong time? Or was 
it a case of shabby police work and a 
"rush to judgement” to convict an in- 
nocent man? The case involving a 1994 
shooting at the Color Tile store at 3170 
S. High St. has elements strikingly 
similar to the O.J. Simpson trial. 

Last April 9, at approximately 5:50 
p.m., Color Tile employee Brian Moore, 
17, was trying to sell a set of Venetian 
blinds to a married couple when a man 
carrying a gun came in the store and 
announced his intentions of robbing it.

As the gunman 
left for the final time, the Ayerses, 
who are born-again Christians, 
were praying out loud and thanking 
God their lives were spared: The 
gunman told them, "You're doing 
good. Keep praying" as he left the 
store, said Mr. Ayers 

“We were amazed we were still 
alive," said Dr. Ayers 

They waited several minutes 
and then called the police, They 
have no idea how much money the 
gunman got away with. 

The Ayerses weren't able to 
identify the gunman because his 
face was camoufia An inves- 
tigation led police to arrest a former 
Color Tile employee as the lone 
suspect. Nigel Jackson, 24, was 
arrested on Oct. 22, eight months 
after Moore's murder. 

Police believed Jackson, who 
was terminated on April 5 for failure 
to report to work, was a disgruntled 
employee who planned to rob the 
store to get revenge for being fired 
The case went to trial even though 
there was little evidence to support 
the police theory.

Jackson, who also granted an 
exclusive interview to the Call and 
Post, believes he was implicated 
by the police “because | worked 
there and was the only Black 
employee." 

The Ayerses, whose testimony 


Jackson wasn't thé gunman from 
the outset. “He’s too short," Or 
Ayers says of Jackson's ap 
pearance. “(The gunman's face) 
was covered with mesh, but he had 
a very prominent forehead and 
_. nose," unlike Jackson's features. 

She also said the gunman’s voice 
was deeper than Jackson's 

Jackson said he felt no malice 
toward Color Tile’s management or 
any need for revenge when he left 
"| wasn't making any money,” he 
said, referring to the reason he 
stopped showing up for work 
knowing his actions would get him 
fired. He said sales at the store are 
slow and that most customer trans- 
action are done by check and 
credit card, which would have 
given him no motivation to rob the 
store 

Jackson was trying to help two 
friends get checks cashed on the 
North Side and wasn't even in the 
vicinity of the store when it was 
robbed, he said. Jackson, who has 
no criminal record, says robbing 
the store and killing Moore would 
have been out of his character. “I'm 
no felon. I'm no'convict, My biggest 
offense is a traffic ticket. No one 
can ever say Nigel Jackson put a 
gun in theif face,” he said 

Moore and Brian had developed 
a friendship while working together. 
Moore had, in fact, eaten Easter 
dinner at the East Side home of 
Jackson's mother, Saundra Hill, a 
week before he was murdered. "Me 
and Brian were good friends. It's a 
shame | didn't get to go to the 
funeral because the. police turned 
his family against me." said Jack- 
son. (Police officers handling the 
case could not be reached for com- 
ment.) 


Moss is also concerned that 
Steps of Change lacks the financial 
backing it needs to be imple- 
mented. “How will we pay for it?,” 
he said, “We're making cuts now." 
Moss stated he would still vote for 
the plan. "I'm not the superinten- 
dent. It’s his plan. | will vote for it 
with my concerns registered,” 
Moss said. 

Board member Mary Jo Kilroy 
was also concerned with the con- 
cept of community schools. She 
said she didn't want students to be 
assigned to a school “based on 
race and economic status.”

4| do believe there were lots of 
things that went on at the trial that 
were unfair and that (the Ayerses) 
changed their story because they 
were scared,” said Haimerl, “If they 
weren't sure (Jackson) was the 
one, they should have said ‘Maybe 
he is and maybe he isn't." 

She is also upset that the police 
have apparently dropped the case. 
"It's a done deal,” she said. Still, 
she says she isn’t bitter over how 
the case was handled; "I'm not bit- 
ter. I'm just angry. It’s just one of 
those things." 

The deeply spiritual Ayerses say 
it's against their beliefs to lie and 
that they. truly believe Jackson is 
innocent, The Ayerses and Jack- 
son agree that the death of Moore, 
who would have turned 18 last 
April, was senseless and tragic 
They are trying to rebuild their lives 
and learn from the tragedy, 

"(Moore's death) showed me 
how quick lifecan be taken and . 
how important every day is," said 
Mr, Ayers. “When your life is spared 
in that typé of Situation, life be- 
comes so much more important. 
Loved ones become so much more 
important. You see things in a dif- 
ferent perspective." 

"God's will is God's will. We can 
never know why" Moore's life was 
taken, said Or. Ayers. She said 
Haimerl has been supportive and 
friendly to her and her husband and 
praised her character: "Her 
courage and strength and kindness 
has been an inspiration to-me." 

While Moore's family continues 
to grieve his death, his killer still 
remains at large 


Kilroy said she would vote to 
pass the plan.

remains undaunted. Officials with 
the civic association are confident 
that the property will eventually be

The Somerset development has 
been plagued with a number of 
problems, including poor main- 
tenance and ining occupancy 
‘Some of the units have been unoc 
cupled for more than a decade 
Currently, 47 of the 157 units are 
unoccupied 

The Tuskegee Atumni Housing 
Foundation filed the bankruptcy 
petition on. March 14 -- the day 
before, the scheduled sale. Their 
action had been rumored for some 
time br! 

The decision was based on the 
ongoing problems the develop- 
ment, designed for low-income resi- 
dents, has faced for more than 20 
years, according to the Tuskegee 
Alumni Housing Foundation. The 
development has been in default for 
almost 21 years, since May 1. 1974 

“The Somerset Development 
has had financial difficulties from 
inception due first to faulty con- 


ment and debt services," said Wil- 
liams Clemons, president of the’ 
organization's board of directors 
The organization has blamed 
HUD for the problems on the site 
HUD, the mortgagee, has 
denied all or the great portion of 
every request for rent increases,” 
the press release announcing the 
bankruptcy said, ,“Similarly, HUD 
has rejected all workout proposals

Tuskegee has charged that it's

“We couldn't do anything such 
as increase rect without the ap- 
al of HUD," said Clemons 
when we attempted to syndicate 
the project as a means of curing the 
financial deficit, HUD rejected all 
proposals of the syndicator 

HUD was unavailable for com-

With the filing of the bankruptcy 
the disposition of the property will 
be in the hands of the bankruptcy 
court 

Hopefully, with the aid of the 
court, HUD will be forced to work 
with TAHF to facilitate the Somerset 
housing development for the good 
of the tenants and the Somerset 
community,” the release said

n 199%, when then-President Bush and the Con 
gfess agreed upon a measure called the “Civil 
Rights Restoration Act of 1991," they incorporated 


within ita commission ¥ h Id study o! the most 
pemicious results of the “success” of affirmative action 
the “glass ceiling 

The glass ceiling is the cap on achievergent that many 
minorities and women experience as they work thei way 


up’ the corporate ladder. They find that. at a certain point 
they can see the top of the corporate pyramid, but are 
blocked from getting there diess of their skills 
capabilities, and e 

The Glass Ceiling n, Which was formed to 
study this phenomenon, has finally come back with its 
report. And @ has found what minonlies and women 
intuitively and anecdotally know! that the glass celling 
contrary to the ideas of the opponents of affirmative action 
is alive and well and continuing to block minority and 
female progress 

in a nation where 57 percent of the workforce is either 
female or minority, lhe tip-top of the corporaté pyramid 
remains almost all white.

Now, with the control of 
the Ohio house and senate in the hands of 
Republicans, he is pushing a measure which would 
radically restructure the state's prdgram, which has 
over the years, been extraordinarily Successful in as 


sisting minority businesses to grow and develop 
Under SB 56, the state's MBE program would be; 

come a "challenged business enterprise 

which would, for the first ime, include womer 


businesses. The bill would also prohibit firms from 
staying in the program longer than -five years -- a 
provision that would go, into effect immediately, and 
would cause a number of firms which have been doing 
business -with-the state to be dropped 

The bill would also create a preference for veleran 
owned businesses-which were otherwise certifiable 

There are a number of major flaws with the bill, For 
one, it would enshrine women-owned businesses into 
the state's program without a formal finding that there 
had been discrimination against thern -- a fatal flaw;as 
the Supreme Court, in the Croson case, has already 
mandated that cities or state realing minority and 
women-owned business pr grams must demonstrate 
that there is a disparity in the award of contracts to the 
affected groups, and that there has been some t y 
of discrimination

The hope resided in the decision by the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban Development (HUD) to 
foreclose on the Tuskegee Alumni Houslog Founda- 
tion, he owner of 157 single-family homes inthe Some- 
rset housing subdivision, The Tuskegee Alumni 
Housing Foundation, which has run these homes as 
rental units receiving Section & subsidy for more than 
two decades, has been in default on its federal loah for 
most of that period. A lack of funds into the develop- 
ment has resulted in a steady deterioration over yime, 
with some houses boarded up for more than a decade: 
maintenance problems mounting on the re ining 
units, and occupancy of the units declining to the point 
where 47 are currently vacant with no prospects of 
being filled 

But on the day beforé the prospective foreclosure 
sale, the Tuskegee Alumni Housing-Foundation filed 
bankruptcy. The bankruptcy action has forestalled the 
sale, and placed the entire problem in the lap-of the 
bankruptcy judge. And it has further placed the resi- 
dents of Somerset in a legal limbo, for a period which 
may be years 


Stokes fights on 


hile the outlook seemed to be bleak for Capitol 
Hill's most influential Democrats after the elec- 
' tion last November, some, like Congressman 
Louis Stokes (D-11), have simply dug in their heels and 
continued the fight for justice, fairness and compassion 
for all Americans. 4 
Rather than simply giving in and abandoning ship 
Congressman Stokes has assumed his position as rank- 
ing minority member of the House Appropriations subcom- 
mittee which he once headed, and has concentrated on 
bringing much needed funding to Ohio for housing and 
economic development projects. And, he has delivered. 
The Congressman's office has announced a $2.1 Mil- 
lion Dollar loan guarantee through HUD to finance the 
rehabilitation of vacant buildings in downtown Cleveland 
in addition, the City of East Cleveland will receive over 
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It is not simply due fo the lack of qualified candidates 
increasing numbers of Blacks and women have acquired 
the business skills and experience to matriculate up the 
corporate ladder 


No* something else remains at-work; the racism and 
sexism that riddles American corporate life 

The Glass Ceiling Commigsion’s report comes at a 
critical time, as affirmative action has become a rallying 
cry for a number of politicians, Republicans and 
Democrats. Sen. Robert Dole -- whose wife, Elizabeth 
was the first chair of the Glass Ceiling Commission when 
she was Bush's secretary of labor and who has been a 
lukewarm supporter of affirmative action in the past -- has 
now publicly announced that he is pushing a bill to 
eliminate all preference programs. 

And even a key Democrat, Sen, Joseph Lieberman 
the new head of the Democratic Leadership Council, has 
called affirmative action measures “patently unfair* and 
has Said that the programs should be repealed 

But the Glass Ceiling Commission's report should 
demonstrate to conservatives and liberals alike that there 
remains a need for affirmative steps to break down the 
barriers of opportunity for minorities and women -- what is 
commonly referred to as “affirmative action.” The failure 
to do so will frustrate the hopes and futures of millions of 
American minorities and women who do not seek quotas 
or handouts — but they do want to receive a fair and equal 
chance to eacel 


If you want to see the future of 
affirmative action in America, you 
might not see it in-the California initia- 
tive to eliminate affirmative action 
programs in that state, which will be 
on the California ballot in 1996. 

And you might not even see it in 
the recent decision by U.S, Senate 
Majority Leader Bob Dole to follow 
the tide of affirmative action an- 
tagonism and putin hisown measure 
to eliminate the programs on the 
federal level 

The future of affirmative action might not even be 
seen in the "review" that President Clinton has 
proposed of programs, or even in the.senate's recent 
decision to erase a Federal Communications Commis- 
sion program which provided tax breaks to companies 
selling their stations to minority owners, which passed 
the senate with only the solitary sound of Carole Mos- 
ley-Braun, the senate’s lone minority member, in vocal 
opposition 
—}—_—_No,the real future of affirmative action might-be 
seen in a case in Mississippi 

For years, a coalition of Black state-supported col- 
leges and universities in Mississippi has been engaged 
in a suit against the state, charging that the state had 
illegally operated a two-tiered system of support for its 
public-colleges. 

The schools had shown that the state of Mississippi 
provided far larger subsidies to its five predominately- 
white public universities than it gave to its three 
predominately-Black ones -- Jackson State, Mississip- 
pi Valley State, and Alcorn State 

In a case that had gone to the U.S. Supreme Court 
and was remanded to a federal district judge for final 
adjudication, Judge Neal 

B. Biggers finally came down with his remedy. He 
mandated the state of Mississippi provide some*fund- 
ing to improve the physical plant at Jackson State, He 
ordered them to provide funds to improve the graduate 
programs at the two schools 

Biggers ordered the admissions standards to be 
made the same at all Mississippi public institutions, 
thus effectively raising the standards for.entrance al 
the state’s predominately-Black institutions. Accord- 
ing to the attorney for the three Black schools, the new 
requirement would make 1,500 Black Mississippi high 
school graduates ineligible for unconditional admis- 
sions to the state's public schools, 

But in the biggest twist. he ordered the state to 
provide Jackson State and Alcorn State more money 
for scholarships ... to attract white students 

What is incongruous jn this ruling -- which, at this 
point, is not being appealed by the state, and may not 
even be appealed by the Black schools themselves -- 
is that it did not even provide one copper penny to 
provide scholarships for Black students at the 
predominately-white schools. The ruling seemed to 
indicate that the problem was not the failure of the 
state's predominately-white institutions to attract 
qualified Blacks; it was the failure of the Black institu- 
tions to attract whites. 

In the old days, the activists used to call this "blam- 
ing the victim.” They said that white conservatives 
were attacking the poor for being on welfare; attacking 


years from the award of the first contract. Atleast most 
other proposals which have forced the "graduation" of 
firms in the set-aside program do not simply look at 
such a narrow standard, For example, a firm may 
receive one small contract five years before; even if it 
never receives another contract, it would be forever 
barred from participating in the state's program. The 
program would penalize the firms it was supposed to 
help -- the small, struggling firms who have been 
attempting ta penetrate the state's market, but may not 
have been overly successful 

The bill is flawed because it creates a preference for 
veleran-owned businesses -- again, without any jus- 
tification on the basis of history of discrimination 
against these firms 

And, the bill is flawed because, while it significantly 
raises the number of firms and covered groups which 
would be included in the state's program, it would not 
raise the goals for inclusion. Thus, minority and 
women-owned businesses would be fighting together 
for a pot that was effectively even smaller than before 

Watts is clearly not a friend of the state's MBE 
program, and never has been. SB 56 is the product of 
that antipathy to Ohio's program 

SB 56 is currently-in the Senate Financial Institu- 
tions, Insurance and Commerce Committee, chaired 
by Robert Cupp. We urge that committee to reject this 
measure, And most of all, we urge minority businesses 
which could bé decimated by this measure to vigorous- 
ly express their views to the senate 


The Tuskegee Alumni Housing ‘Foundation has 
blamed the problems at the facility on HUD. According 
to the Foundation, the development was plagued. by 
faulty construction and insufficient revenues from its 
inception, HUD, the group charged; has rejected the 
Foundation's requests for rent increases, and it has 
blocked its efforts to work out a plan for resolving the 
development's financial problems. 

Whoever is right or wrong in this scenario, it is clear 
who are the real victims. The long-sufferingfamilies of 
Somerset have seen what they hoped would be a 
beautiful neighborhood deteriorate through the poor 
maintenance and declining occupancy of the Somerset 
rental units. 

We hope that the bankruptcy court can move ex- 
peditiously 1o-resolve the issues surrounding this mat- 
ter. We are, sadly, not optimistic: the problem, after all, 
has gone.on for more than 20:years. 

At the same time, we believe thal 20 years as more 
than enough. The residents of Somerset -- the renters 
who have seen their homes deteriorate; the owners 
who have watched their property values plummet; they 
young people who have seen the decline of a neigh- 

orhood in which they are growing up -- all deserve 
much better than this. Somerset's sorrow must even- 
tually be healed 


Another Black teenager has 
died a violent death. Whether this 
particular kid fancied himself some 
bad butt gangster or just used poor 
judgement, the end result is the 
same. A pubescent Black male is 
dead, 

The incident in question invol- 
ves 17-year-old Gregory Jackson 
who went to meet his maker after: 
drawing down on a Cleveland 
Heights police officer last Friday 
night at the food court in Severance 
Towne Genter. 

On what would be the last day of his life, Jackson 
had been fired for missing work at a fast food joint in 
the mall. According to police, Jackson later telephoned 
the restaurant's day manager and threatened his life. 

The day manager wrote a note to the night manager 
warning him of Jackson's threat, 

When Jackson arrived at his former place of employ- 
ment around 9:30 that evening, the night manager 
remembered the warning and called for police 

Upon the arrival of the off duty Cleveland Heights 
police We working mall security, Jackson already had 
his gurrtrawn. It was the biggest, not to mention last, 
mistake Mr, Jackson would make during his short time 
on this planet. 

Whether a bit city cop, rural sheriff's deputy or 
suburban police officer, there is one hard and fast rule: 
Try to go home at the end of your shift. 

Mr. Jackson, probably unaware of this hard and fast 
rule, was promptly lit up by the off duty cop like a 
Christmas tree on the White House lawn. 

The police officer who was shot in the hand during 
the exchange of gunfire will return home after his 
hospital recuperation, Mr. Jackson, on the other hand, 
will find himself permanently residing in a cemetery;

it has not been on the continuing inequities in American 
society. No, it is on the fact that (drum roll, please) 
some whites, especially some white males, lose jobs 
or contracts or college admissions or scholarships to 
fhinorities under affirmative action programs. 

Of course, the facts actually fly in the face of the 
rhetoric’ It doesn’t matter that, for example, a recent 
study by the Bush-appointed “Glass Ceiling Commis- 
sion” found that, in the nation’s largest businesses 97 
peroent of the top managers are white males 

It doesn't matter that-1987 census data from the 
Cleveland metropolitan area found that, while minority 
businesses comprised eight percent of the’ construc- 
tion businesses in that five-county metro area, they 
received less than one percent of the contracts -- 
despite the presence (at that time) of minority set-aside 
programs in several jurisdictions \ 

It doesn't matter that the unemployment rate for 
Blacks has consistently been double that of whites for 
the past forty years. 

It doesn't matter that, in a number of jurisdictions in 
Ohio, Black construction workers have complained 
that they are not getting their fair share of job oppor- 
tunities -- to the point, in recent years, of filing suits 
against at least two of their own unions, in Cleveland 
and Cincinnati. 

No, in the current language of debate on affirmative 
action, the true “victims” today are not minorities and 
women who continue to suffer discrimination, but the 
handful (and it is, truthfully, a handful) of whites who 
occasionally lose benefits that they had expected be- 
cause of affirmative action. 

In the current debate, therefore, a plan which 
réwards white students for going to Black colleges in 
order to “remedy” the discrimination and unequal dis- 
tribution of resources that the majority-white Mississip- 
pi legislature perpetrated against Black schools and 
their students is not something out of “Alice in Wonder- 
land,"sbut is beginning to reflect the status -- and maybe 
the future -- of the constitutional debate.

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Modeling industry, 
get well soon! 


| recently read an article in the publica- 
tion YSB (Young Sisters and Brothers) 
The article was an expose on the racism 
in the modeling industry 

Top Black models such as' Naomi 
Campbell, Tyra Banks, Veronica Webb, 
Roshumba Williams and others com- 
plained in the article about how limited 
opportunities are for Blacks in the model- 
ing industry. Every once in a while, some- 
one like Beverly Johnson, Iman or 
Campbell will slip through the cracks and 
become a supermodel, But even these 
“lucky” ones. get far less work than their 
white counterparts and are paid far less 
for the work they do get 

As someone who's done a little bit of 
modeling, the YSB article struck a chord 
in me. I'm no expert on the modeling 
industry, but | definitely know that the 
article is right on the money, unfortunate- 
ly. 

By limiting opportunities for ethnic 
models, the modeling industry isn't just 
depriving them their fair shake, it'sdepriv- 
ing itself of dollars, African Americans 
alone control billions of dollars in pur- 
chasing power. The modeling industry 
seems to operate on the notion: "Okay, 
we have a racist: society, so instead of 
trying to change things, we're going to 
maintain the status quo." 

In striving to maintain the white, 
Eurocentric standard of beauty that is 
widely accepted as the end-all, be-all of 
existence, the modeling industry caters to 
the lowest common denominator,: By 


rarely putting Black and other 6thnic™ 


models on the covers of top publications, 
the industry, in essence, panders to white 
racists 

Let's just turn things. around for a 
second. Let's say African Americans con- 
trolled the modeling industry and whites 
were the "minorities" of this society. What 
if a publication owned and operated .by 
African Americans that was supposed to 
be representing ALL Americans, refused 
to put, say, Cindy Crawford on its cover 
The reason the magazine.owners would 
give Crawford is that it’s too risky to put 
her on the cover because they're afraid 
their predominately Black readership 
wouldn't find her beautiful and their sales 
would go down 

To say that Cindy Crawford isn't 
beautiful is like saying Halle Berry looks 
like the bottom of my shoe. Cindy 
Crawford's beauty translates to all cul- 
tures, as does Halle Berry's. The logic 
fashion publications use to defy black 
and other ethnic models the sarhe status 
it affords Caucasian models like Crawford 
is nothing but ludicrous, racist baloney 

The YSB article complained that the 
Black models who do “cross over" and 
achieve success in the mainstream 
modeling world look like white people with 
brown skin -- hazel, blue or green eyes, 
thin nose, thin lips and long, straight hair 
(or a weave). This is a valid point (al- 
though Campbell, with her full lips and 
dark complexion, is an exception). There 
is no single definition of Black beauty. 
There are Black people with fair skin and 
coarse hair and dark skin with fine hair, 
and vice versa. There are Black women 
who choose to straighten their hair with 
perms and there are Black women who 
choose to wear dreadiocks or a “natural” 
afro 

When African American model Karen 
Alexander appeared on the cover of Elle, 
the fashion magazine received letters 
from whites who declared that they had 
no business putting her. on the cover be- 
cause she doesn't reflect their images. 
Not just whites, but many Blacks come 
from the mentality that it's impossible to 
relate to someone of another race. Some 
Blacks, frustrated at not being able to 
“assimilate,” have taken to heart the 
motto, "If you can't beat ‘em, join ‘em." 
Join white racists in their narrow-minded- 
ness and policies that exclude anyone 
other than their own kind from succeed- 
ing. 

Sine reasoning behind not putting 
Blacks on the covers of major fashion 
mags is that it's not just the color of the 
model's skin that sends a message, it's 
the culture he or she represents: If it was 
just about skin color, olive-complexioned, 
darker haired models like Crawford 
wouldn't get very far. Supposedly, Black 
models don't represent mainstream cul- 
ture, they represent “counterculture,” 
Black society. They have a better chance 
of succeeding in Europe, where everyone 
isn't as race-obsessed as they are over 
here in the good ol’ U.S. of A. 

American society. has become too 
homogenized to assume that semeone of 
a different race other than your own 
doesn't represent your "culture." There 
are white people like (the washed-up)

tuition that is set with respect to 
family income. 

The day care program is in- 
tegrated with a half-day pre-school 
which requires non-working 
parents to contribute one-half day a 
week to the center. For some of 
these parents “working at the cen- 
ter" ha8 been an important step-up 


into employment. One mother who-« 


began as a classroom helper while 
her children were in attendance has 
now completed the necessary 
educational requirement to work 
part-time as a teacher. 

Through its three year history the 
center has struggled with problems 
that stem from initiating a new con- 
cept. The problem of parent ac- 
countability and arriving at 
equitable expectations from a 
diverse group was an early conflict, 
One working father who was not 
visible doing classroom work felt 
guilty about his lack of participation 
until a significant contribution was 
defined appropriately for him 

“It was very helpful," says Direc- 
tor Mari Sunami, “when we began 
to see the parent and child as a 
unit." The staff, accustomed to 
working with children, needed to 
see that the parents’ participation 
was as important as the child's. 

The idea of a center being 
dependant.on parents’ work con- 


ty 


tribution is also foreign to many 
working parents, who expect to pay 
only cash for services. However the 
concept has been beneficial for at 
least one mother, who returned to 
work~after spending some time at 
home with a smail child has also 
meant a change in career direction. 
Low-cost care has meant that she 
is free to explore some less lucra- 
tive positions. She has also 
benefitted from involvement in 
other settlement programs while 
her daughter is in day care. 

Maintaining a balance of pre- 
school children and day-care 
children has been another chal- 
lenge. Because the center is small 
(licensed only 24), publicity has not 
been extensive. Enrollment of part- 
time children is consistently high 
due to Settlement's reputation in 
the neighborhood, where many 
families have at least one parent at 
home with children, Working 
parents, who are more likely to have 
transportation, are drawn from a 
much wider geographic area and 
may not even be aware that this 
option exists for them

Renee Meadows formed J.C 
Enterprises in October of 1993. the or- 
ganization is an outgrowth of a program 
Meadows helped form at Love Zion Bap- 
tist Church. The program, called Junior 
Church, was a successful! effort to get 
children more involved in § worship. 
Under Junior Church, the children par- 
ticipated in their own separate service, 
singing their own songs and doing their 
own prayers. 

The name J.C. Enterprises came from 
the Junior Church program link between 
Junior Church and J.C. Enterprises 
Through J.C. Enterprises, Meadows did 
typesetting, word processing and various 
office duties for the church and other 
organizations. As a form of tithing, 
Meadows donated 70 percent of the 
company’s earnings to the church. 

Meadows has a built-in business 
when she left Love Zion. "| had it pretty 
much set and in motion. | just needed to 
launch it," says Meadows. Once she-got 
her vendor's license and registered the 
company namie -with=the Secretary of 
State, she was ready to go. 

Meadows acquired expertise by work- 
ing for big corporations like IBM and 
Mt.Carmel Hospital. She left her job at 
Ross Laboratories at the beginning of the 
year to run J.C. Enterprises full time 

Meadows admits: making the move 
from a salaried position with benefits to 
strike out on her own was frisky. 
“Everybody criticized me for being a risk- 
taker. When you start your own business 
you have to be,” she says. -* 

The J.C. Enterprises main clients in- 
clude day care centers, beauty salons’ 
and churches. "I'm targeted for small, 
Black-owned businesses,” says 
Meadows. “they don’t get all the support 
they need. My prices are low -- good 
quality but a good rate." 

Meadows also does business with 
white-owned companies, but her top 
priority is providing services to Black 
businesses. "My primary goal is promot- 
ing unity between Black businesses. | 
want to increase the support of Black- 
owned businesses. If | can do that | feel 
I've accomplished my goals," says 
Meadows. 

J.C. Enterprises has at least 10 repeat 
clients on its roster, all of them Black- 
owned, including Playtime Preschool, 
Kyron Day Care Center, Dip & Dap Paint- 
ing Service, Jafra Cosmetics and several 
churches.

Lucy, who holds a number of 
prestigious and powerful labor posi- 
tions, recently testified at a hearing 
on affirmative actior, sponsored by 
the national organization, Blacks in 
Government (BIG). 

Lucy is the first labor leader to 
publicly and systematically counter 
the attack on affirmative action, a 
perspective that has been con- 
splcuously absentein the national 
dialogue, His rebuttal is a hammer 
that smashes the mythology of 
reverse discrimination. 


They'll visit Second Baptist 
Church, one of Detroit's oldest 
churches and one rich in history as 
the last station an the underground 
railroad during slavery days; the 
Word of Faith International .Chris- 
tian Center, a non-denominational, 
charismatic church with ap- 
proximately 8,000 African- 
American members; and Faith 
Tabernacle, what Detrioters call a 
“store-front" church which used to 
house a go-go theater. Now it’s an 
Assembly of God church which 
operates a soup kitchen. 


“My students chose the last one 
because it's such a totally urban 
church with great variety in back- 
grounds and occupations among 
the people there,” she says. 


As a child, Robinson split her 
own church experience between 
her Baptist father (Edisel H. Robin- 
son, a deacon at Second Baptist) 
and her Presbyterian mother and 
maternal grandmother. “| remem- 
ber alternating church attendance 
to please both my mother and my 
father," she recalls. The Pres- 
byterian ties pulled her to Alma, 
though first for youth mixes in high 
school, then to attend college after 
one year at historic black college, 
Talladega in Alabama. 


Robinson's main Presbyterian 
link was Chaplain Jesse Perry. 
Long involved in St. John’s Pres- 
byterian Church in Detroit as a lay 
person before he earned a divinity 
degree at McCormick Theological 
Seminary, Perry had been a Sun- 
day school pupil of Robinson's 
grandmother, Marie Francis Jack- 
son. He, in turn, taught Robinson's 
mother, Annetta Marie Robinson, 
and then Robinson, a third-genera- 
tion St. John's Sunday schooler. 


In spite of years of church invol- 
vement as a child and schoolgirl, 
Robinson says she first came to 
know God personally at Alma. She 
channeled her budding religious in- 
terests into creative dance and 
vespers committee work, develop- 
ing an intensity that drove people 


Lucy is co-founder and'president 
of the Coalition of Black Trade 
Unionists (CBTU), which repre- 
sents 2.4 million organized workers 
in 77 international’ and national 
unions.

Now mellowed and more mature 
at 26, she laughs-as she recounts 
asking an Alma friend, "Am offend- 
ing people with my attitude?" 


“Yes, you are," she told me. “It 
hurt me when she said that, but | 
appreciated her honesty. | try now 
to live my religion instead of just 
slamming it down people's throats.
